24  ; that  is,  do  this  in  memory 
of  my  passion.  fl  his  is  plainly 
to  he  observed  in  the  altar  and 
ils  ornaments,  as  likewise  in  the 
garments  with  which  the  priest 
is  invested,  viz. : 

The  Altar  signifies  Mount 
Calvary,  whereon  Jesus  Christ) 
(the  only  Son  of  God,  and  sec- 
ond person  of  t he  most  blessed 
Trinity,  our  Redeemer)  was 
crucified  upon  a reproachful 
cross : which  very  word  altar 
hath  relation  to  sacrifice,  which 
must  necessarily  be  offered  to 
God  in  that  church  where  his

j Ghost ; thereby  attesting  our  j 
belief  in  the  blessed  Trinity, 
and  in  the  incarnation  and  death 
of  our  Saviour. 


HOLY  WATER. 
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HOLY  OR  BLESSED  WATER. 

From  the  history  of  the 
earliest  ages  of  the  Church, 
we  are  informed  that  it  was 
the  practice  to  bless  all  inani- 
mate things  destined  tor  the 
; use  of  man,  and  particularly 
such  as  were  used  in  the  ser- 
vices of  religion.  Thus  a bless- 
ing was  pronounced  over  the 
water  and  (hi  used  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  sacraments. 
Besides  this,  water,  mixed  with 
salt  that  had  been  blessed,  was 
placed  at  the  porch  of  churches, 

1 with  which  the  faithful  wash- 
ed their  hands  and  signed  their 
foreheads  as  they  entered,  and 
with  the  same  water  they 
and  other  things  were  often 
sprinkled  by  the  minister.  Ot 
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this  ancient  practice  much  still 
remains  in  the  Catholic  Church, 
influenced  as  she  is  by  the  re- 
! ligious  motives  which,  in  this 
and  other  concerns,  actuated 
the  founders  of  her  discipline;; 
and  laudably  tenacious  as  she 
ever  must  be  of  antiquity. 
Salt,  mingled  with  water,  is 
deemed  the  emblem  of  pru- 
dence and  incorruption  ; and 
the  water  denotes  purity  and 
innocence  of  heart;  while  he 
that  enters  the  place  of  wor- 
ship, and  applies  it,  with  the 
sign  of  the  cross,  to  his  fore- 
head, is  admonished  by  the 
action,  that  with  cleanliness  of 
heart  and  hand  he  should  ap- 
pear in  the  presence  of  his 
Maker. 
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INDULGENCES  EXPLAINED. 

An  Indulgence  is  not  a leave 
to  commit  a sin,  nor  a pardon 
of  future  sins,  nor  indeed, 
properly  speaking,  any  pardon 
of  sin  at  all ; but  it  is  only  a 
remission  of  the  whole  or  ot  a 
part  of  the  temporal  punish- 
ment that  often  remains  to  be 
suffered  for  sins,  which,  as  to 
their  guilt,  and  eternal  punish- 
ment, have  been  already  re- 
mitted. 

For  the  validity  and  effect 
of  an  indulgence,  it  is  not  only 
necessary  that  there  be  a com- 
petent authority  in  him  who 
grants  it,  and  a just  cause  or 
motive  for  the  grant ; but  it  is 
also  necessary,  on  the  part  of 
him  who  obtains  it,  that  he  re- 
■ — - "■ 
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nounce  and  be  sincerely  sorry 
for  all  his  sins,  that  lie  be  in 
the  state  of  grace,  and  that  he 
duly  perform  all  the  conditions 
prescribed. 

Hence  indulgences,  so  far 
from  withdrawing  sinners  from 
performing  good  works,  serve 
to  excite  and  encourage  them 
to  greater  fervor  >n  the  prac- 
tice ot  them.  They  who  ap- 
ply for  the  benefit  of  indul- 
gence must  do  it  with  a pen- 
j itential  spirit,  with  a sense  of 
the  great  debts  of  punishment 
they  have  contracted  by  their 
sins,  and  with  earnest  petitions 
to  be  discharged  from  it 
through  the  merits  and  satis- 
factions of  Christ,  by  the  pow- 
er of  the  keys  which  he  has 
committed  to  his  Church.  If 
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i twTdebUic  not  paid  by  peni- 
tential sufferings,  or  graciously 
remitted  by  indulgences  in  this 
life,  it  will,  after  death,  retard 
the  entrance  of  a soul  into  the 
kingdom  of  heaven,  until  the 
lasf  farthing  he  paid  in  the 
I prison  of  purgatory. 

Of  indulgences,  some  are 
called  plenary,  which,  when 
fully  obtained,  remit  the  whole 
debt  of  temporal  punishment 
that  remained  due  on  account 
of  past  sins ; others  are  of  a 
certain  number  of  years  or 
days,  which,  when  fully  ob- 
tained, remit  so  much  of  the 
debt  of  temporal  punishment 
as  would  have  been  discharged 
by  the  performance  of  so  many 
years  or  days  of  canonical  pen- 
ance.

The  conditions  of  the  first , third , 
sixth,  and  seventh,  are, 

1 . To  confess  their  sins,  with 
a sincere  repentance,  to  a priest 
approved  by  the  Bishop. 
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2.  Devoutly  and  worthily  to 
receive  the  holy  communion. 

3.  To  visit  some  chapel  or 
oratory  where  Mass  is  cele- 
brated, and  there  offer  up  their 
prayers  for  the  peace  and  wel- 
fare of  God’s  Church. 

4.  That  they  be  in  a dispo- 
sition, if  their  circumstances 
allow  it,  to  assist  the  poor  with 
alms  in  proportion  to  their  abil- 
ities ; or  to  frequent  catechisms 
or  sermons ; or  to  visit  and 
comfort  the  sick  and  such  as 
are  near  their  end,  if  they  have 
the  opportunity. 

Note.  It  is  not  required,  for 
the  gaining  of  these  indul- 
gences, that  these  works  of 
mercy,  corporal  or  spiritual,  or 
this  assisting  at  catechisms  or 
sermons,  be  done  on  the  same 
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day  with  the  communion  ; but 
that  persons  be  then  in  a dis- 
position or  readiness  of  mind 
j to  do  those  things,  or  some  of 
them  at  least,  when  opportu- 
nity shall  offer. 

The  conditions  of  the  second,  fourth, 
and  eighth  are, 

j i.  To  confess  their  sins,  with 
a sincere  repentance,  to  a priest 
approved  by  the  Bishop. 

2.  Devoutly  and  worthily  to 
receive  the  holy  communion. 

3.  If  their  condition  will  al- 
low it,  to  give  some  aim  to 
the  poor,  either  on  the  eve  or 
the  day  of  their  communion. 

4.  On  the  day  of  their  com- 
munion, to  offer  up  some  pray- 
ers to  God  for  the  whole  state 
of  the  Catholic  Church  through* 
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out  the  world  ; lor  the  bringing 
all  straying  souls  to  the  fold  of 
Christ ; for  the  general  peace 
ot  Christendom;  and  for  the 
blessing  of  God  upon  these 
stcites.

Ix  order  to  prepare  yourself 
to  make  a good  confession,  en- 
deavor, in  the  first  place,  to 
recommend  the  matter  earnest- 
ly to  God  ; and,  for  some  days 
I beforehand,  frequently  and  feV- 
| vently  beg  his  divine  grace  and 
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I assistance;  and  this  more  espe- 
cially, if  you  have,  for  a long 
time,  lived  in  the  habit  of  sin  . 
in  which  case,  it  is  most  proper 
to  prepare  yourself  by  a spirit- 
ual retreat  for  some  days,  du- 
ring which  time  you  may  sen- 
ously  enter  into  yourself. 

Examine  your  conscience 
with  care  and  diligence,  yet 
without  too  much  anxiety  and 
scrupulosity.  Consult  the  table 
of  sins  to  help  your  memory  ; 
j and  reflect,  in  particular,  on 
i the  evil  inclinations  you  are 
most  subject  to,  on  the  places 
i and  companies  you  have  been 
i in  on  your  usual  employments, 

I on  the  duties  of  your  calling, 

| and  how  you  have  discharged 
I them,  &c. 

j : When  you  have  duly  ex- 
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amined  your  conscience,  do 
not  think  that  this  is  all  you 
have  to  do,  in  order  to  be  well 
prepared  for  confession.  The 
greatest  part  of  the  work  re- 
mains still  to  be  done  ; and 
that  is,  to  take  proper  time 
and  care  to  procure  a hearty 
sorrow  and  detestation  of  all 
your  sins,  by  which  you  have 
offended  so  good  a God,  with 
a full  determination,  with  the 
grace  of  God,  to  avoid  the  like 
sins  for  the  future. 

In  order  to  obtain  this  hearty 
sorrow  for  your  sins,  and  this 
firm  purpose  of  amendment, 
you  must  earnestly  beg  it  of 
God,  whose  gift  it  is  : and  you 
must  make  use  of  such  pray- 
ers, considerations,  and  medi- 
tations, as  may  be  most  proper 
~ — — J 
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to  move  you  to  it.  Particu- 
larly reflect  on  the  four  last 
things,  on  the  enormity  of  sin, 
on  the  goodness  of  God,  and 
his  benefits  to  you,  on  the  death 
and  passion  of  Christ,  &c. 

If  you  have  any  thing  upon 
your  conscience  which  you 
have  a particular  difficulty  of 
confessing,  cease  not,  with 
I prayers  and  tears,  to  impor- 
|Jt,une  your  heavenly  Father  to 
|j  assist  you  in  this  regard,  till 
I he  gives  you  the  grace  to  over- 
j come  that  difficulty ; and  be 
j sure  never  to  go  to  confession 
with  a design  of  telling  a lie  to 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

Let  your  confession  be  hum- 
ble, without  seeking  excuses 
for  your  sins,  or  throwing  the 
I fault  on  others.  Let  it  be  en- 
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tire,  as  to  the  kind  and  num- 
ber of  your  sins,  and  such  cir- 
cumstances as  quite  change 
the  nature  of  the  sin,  or  no- 
toriously aggravate  it.  Be 
modest  in  your  expressions, 
and  take  care  not  to  name  any 
third  person. 

A Prayer  to  implore  the  Divine 
assistance  in  order  to  make  a 
good  confession. 

0 almighty  and  most  mer- 
ciful God  ! who  hast  made  me 
out  of  nothing,  and  redeemed 
me  by  the  precious  blood  of 
thy  only  Son — who  hast,  with

MEDITATION,  ETC.  185 


Meditation  before  confession , in  or- 
der to  excite  in  the  soul  a hearty 
sorrow  for  having  offended  God. 

Consider,  first,  my  soul,  that 
God  is  thy  first  beginning,  from 
whom  thou  hast  received  thy 
whole  being  ; that  he  has  made 
thee  for  himself,  and  for  a hap- 
py eternity  ; and  sent  thee  into 
this  world  to  the  end,  that,  by 
loving  and  serving  him,  thou 
mightest  merit  this  happy  eter- 
nity. 

Consider,  secondly,  what  a 
filthy  monster  sin  is,  which 
thou  hast  hitherto  carried  about 
with  thee,  and  cherished  in  thy 
breast.  Mortal  sin  is  so  great 
an  evil,  so  black,  so  odious,  and 
hideous,  that  hell  itself  has  no- 
thing worse.  It  is  the  greatest 
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of  all  evils,  and  infinitely  op- 
posite to  the  Sovereign  Good. 
This  dismal  poison  changed,  in 
a moment,  innumerable  angels 
into  ugly  devils  ; it  is  the  bane 
of  the  whole  world  ; and  daily 
crowds  hell  with  innumerable 
souls. 

Consider,  thirdly,  the  mul- 
titude of  thy  sins;  and  how, 
from  thy  first  attaining  to  the 
use  of  reason,  till  this  very 
hour,  thou  hast  not  let  one  day 
pass,  without  many  ways  of- 
fending thy  God.  And  what 
had  he  done,  to  deserve  this 
treatment  at  thy  hands  ? Ah  1 
how  early  didst  thou  turn  thy 
back  to  him ! How  quickly 
didst  thou  fall  from  the  Su- 
preme Good  into  the  bottom- 
less pit  of  sin  and  misery ! 
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Hast  thou  not  defiled  all  the 
powers  of  the  soul,  and  all  the 
senses  and  members  of  the 
body,  by  manifold  sins  ? Hast 
thou  not  perverted  all  the  gifts 
of  God,  by  abusing  them,  and 
turning  them  to  the  offence  of 
the  giver?  And  yet  all  this 
while  he  has  spared  thee,  while 
millions  of  others  have  been 
cut  off  in  their  sins. 

Consider,  fourthly,  that  death 
will  be  with  thee  very  quickly  : 
and  that  a sudden  and  unpro- 
vided death  is  frequently  the 
just  punishment  of  sin.  Ah! 
make  then  thy  peace  with  God 
in  time  ; and  remember,  that  a 
death-bed  repentance  is  but  a 
poor  chance.  Alas  ! they  will 
certainly  deceive  themselves, 
who  design  to  impose  upon 
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God’s  justice,  by  living  in  sin, 
and  dying  in  grace.  Consider 
also  the  dreadful  account  thou 
must  give,  immediately  after 
death,  of  all  the  sins  of  thy 
life ; and  how  wretched  thy 
case  will  then  be,  if  thou  dost 
not  now  wash  away  thy  sinful 
stains  by  penitential  tears. 

Consider,  fifthly,  how  good 
God  is  in  himself,  and  how 
good  he  has  been  to  thee.  He 
is  an  ocean  every  way  of  infi- 
nite goodness  and  perfection ; 
a beauty  so  charming  as  to 
ravish  all  that  see  him,  and  fill 
their  souls  eternally  with  in- 
conceivable joy,  delight,  and 
love.  He  is  the  inexhaustible 
source  of  all  perfection,  and  of 
all  beings  ; and  every  good  that 
is  in  any  of  his  creatures  is 
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from  him,  by  him,  and  in  him. 
He  is  eternal,  without  begin- 
ning, ending,  or  change  ; he  is 
immense  and  incomprehensible, 
filling  heaven  and  earth,  and 
all  things  therein.  Ilis  power,  I 
wisdom,  mercy,  and  justice,  are 
all  infinite : and  who  art  thou, 
my  soul,  that  so  great  a God 
should  set  his  heart  upon  thee  ? 

Consider,  sixthly,  the  innu- 
merable benefits  and  favors 
thou  hast  received  from  God. 
He  has  given  thee  thy  very 
being,  he  formed  thy  body  in 
thy  mother’s  womb,  and  cre- 
ated thy  immortal  soul  to  his 
own  image  and  likeness.  He 
preserved  thee  from  perishing 
bv  any  of  those  innumerable 
accidents  to  which  thou  wert 
exposed  for  the  space  of  nine 
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months  ; and  brought  time  safe 
to  the  waters  of  baptism,  where 
he  washed  thee  from  sin,  made 
thee  his  child,  and  heir  to  his 
kingdom. 

Consider,  seventhly,  how 
much  thv  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
the  Son  of  God,  has  suffered 
for  thy  sins.  His  whole  life 
| was  a continual  suffering  : but 
what  dreadful  torments  did  he 
endure  for  thee  in  his  passion 
and  death  ! What  a bitter  ag- 
ony in  the  garden  of  Gethsem- 
ane  ! What  a bloody  sweat ! 
0 ! the  anguish  of  his  sacred 
soul,  which  forced  from  his 
body  this  dreadful  sweat ! 0 ! 

the  heinousness  of  thy  sins,  my 
soul,  which  thy  Saviour  has 
thus  bewailed  with  tears  of 
blood  1 Alas  ! it  was  for  the 
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love  of  thee,  he  suffered  all 
this;  judged  to  be  worse  than 
Barabbas ; rent  and  torn  with 
whips  and  scourges ; crowned 
with  thorns ; derided  as  a mock 
king  ; vested  with  a purple  gar- 
ment, and  a reed  given  him 
instead  of  a sceptre ; condemned 
to  a disgraceful  death  ; loaded  I 
I with  a heavy  cross  on  his 
I wounded  shoulders ; his  thirst 
quenched  with  gall  and  vine- 
gar ; violently  stripped  of  his 
clothes,  which  now  cleaved  fast 
to  his  wounds ; stretched  on 
the  cross  as  on  a rack,  and 
nailed  to  it  with  gross  nails, 
driven  through  his  hands  and 
feet ; hoisted  up  in  the  air, 
between  two  thieves,  and  there, 
in  most  bitter  torments  and 
anguish,  he  was  pleased  to 
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hantr  for  the  space  of  three 
hours,  bleeding  and  dying  for 
the  love  of  thee.  Run  now  at 
least  to  thy  crucified  Saviour ; 
embrace  his  feet  like  Magdalen, 
and  strive  to  wash  them  with 
thy  tears. 

The  Method  of  Confession. 

The  penitent  kneeling  down 
at  the  side  of  his  ghostly  fa- 
ther, makes  the  sign  ol  the 
cross,  and  asks  his  blessing . 
Pray,  father,  give  me  your 
blessing,  for  I have  sinned. 
Then  he  says  the  confiteor  in 
Latin  or  in  English,  as  tar  as 
tnca  culpa,  (t'c.,  through  my 
fault,  d'c.- 

2.  After  this  he  accuses  him- 
self of  his  sins,  either  according 
to  the  order  of  God’s  com-

mandments,  or  such  other  or- 
der as  he  finds  most  helpful  to 
las  memory ; adding,  after  each 
sin,  the  number  of  times  that 
he  has  been  guilty  of  it,  and 
such  circumstances  as  consid- 
erably aggravate  the  guilt ; but 
carefully  abstaining  from  such 
as  are  impertinent  or  unneces- 
sary, and  from  excuses  and 
long  narrations. 

Qi]3’]Aftfr  lie  lias  confessed' 
all  that  he  can  remember,  he 

may  conclude  with  this  or  the 
hke  form : For  these  and  all 
other  of  niy  sins,  which  I can- 
not  at  this  present  call  to  mu 
remembrance,  lam  heartily  sor- 
ry  ; purpose  amendment  for  the 
future;  most  humbly  ask  par- 
don  of  God,  and  penance  and 
absolution  of  you,  my  ghostly 
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father.  He  may  then  finish  the 
confiteor,  and  give  an  attentive 
ear  to  the  instructions  and  ad- 
vices of  his  confessor,  and 
humbly  accept  the  penance 
enjoined  by  him. 

4.  While  the  priest  gives 
him  absolution,  let  him  bow 
down  his  head,  and  with  great 
humility  call  upon  God  for 
mercy ; and  beg  of  him  that 
he  would  be  pleased  to  ratify 
the  sentence  of  absolution  in 
heaven,  which  his  ministei  pio- 
nounces  here  upon  earth. 

5.  After  the  confession,  let 
the  penitent  return  to  his 
prayers ; and  after  having 
heartily  given  God  thanks  for 
having  admitted  him  by  the 
means  of  this  sacrament  to  the 
grace  of  reconciliation,  and  re- 
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ceivecl  him,  like  the  prodigul 
child  returning  home,  let  him 
make  an  offering  of  his  confes- 
sion to  Jesus  Christ,  begging 
pardon  for  whatever  defects  he 
may  have  been  guilty  of  in  it; 
offering  up  his  resolutions  to 
his  Saviour,  and  begging  grace 
to  put  them  in  execution. 

6.  Let  him  be  careful  to  per- 
form his  penance  in  due  time, 
and  with  a penitential  spirit. 

A Prayer  after  Confession. 

0 almighty  and  most  mer- 
ciful God  ! who,  according  to 
the  multitude  of  thy  tender 
mercies,  hast  vouchsafed  once 
more  to  receive  this  prodigal 
child,  after  going  so  many  times 
astray  from  thee,  and  to  admit 
him  to  the  sacrament  of  recon- 
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ciliation ; I give  thee  thanks, 
with  all  the  powers  of  my  soul,  | 
for  this,  and  all  thy  other  mer- ; 
cies,  graces,  and  blessings,  be- 
stowed on  me,  the  most  un- 
worthy of  all  sinners;  and, 
prostrating  myself  now  at  thy  \ 
sacred  feet,  I offer  myself  to  , 
be  henceforward  for  ever  thine. 
Oh  ! let  nothing  in  life  or  death 
ever  separate  me  from  thee, 
once  more  renounce,  with  my 
whole  soul,  all  my  treasons 
against  thee,  and  all  the  abom- 
inations and  sins  of  my  past 
life.  I renew  my  promises 
made  in  baptism,  and  from  this 
moment  1 dedicate  myself  eter- 
nally to  thy  love  and  service. 
0 ' crant  that  for  the  time  to 
come,  1 may  ever  fly  from  and 
abhor  sin  more  than  death  it- 
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self,  and  avoid  all  such  occa- 
sions and  companies  as  have 
unhappily  brought  me  to  it.  I 
resolve  henceforward  to  shun 
them  all,  by  thy  divine  grace, 

■ without  which,  of  myself,  I can 
| do  nothing.  I resolve  to  per- 
form such  and  such  devotions, 
for  obtaining  this  grace.  I re- 
solve to  avoid  idleness,  and  to 
model  for  myself  a regular  or- 
der and  method  of  living  for 
the  time  I have  yet  to  come. 

I beg  thy  blessing  upon  these 
my  resolutions,  that  they  may 
not  be  ineffectual,  like  so  many 
others  I have  formerly  made  ; 
for,  0 Lord ! without  thee  I 
am  nothing  but  misery  and  sin. 
Supply  also,  by  thy  mercy, 
whatever  defects  have  been  in 
this  my  confession.  I am  sen- 
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sible  it  has  been  very  imper- 
fect, and  that  I was  far  from 
having  that  true  sorrow  which 
the  heinousness  of  my  sins  re- 
quired; but  let  the  precious 
blood  of  thy  only  Bon  supply 
the  deficiency.  Accept  my 
poor  performance,  such  as  it  is, 
and  give  me  grace  to  be.  now 
and  always  a true  penitent, 
through  the  same  Jesus  Christ 
thy  Son.  Amen. 


INSTRUCTIONS  AND  DEVO- 
TIONS FOR  COMMUNION.  | 

1.  “ Let  a man  prove  him- 
self}' says  St.  Paul,  1 Cor.  xi„ 

“ and  so  let  him  eat  of  that 
bread,"  &c.  This  proving  or 
trying  one’s  sell  is  the  first  and 
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most  necessary  preparation  for 
the  holy  communion  ; and  con- 
sists in  looking  diligently  into 
the  state  of  one’s  soul,  in  order 
to  discover  what  indispositions 
or  sins  may  be  there  concealed  ; 
and  to  apply  a proper  remedy 
to  them  by  sincere  repentance 
and  confession.  Lest  other- 
wise approaching  to  the  holy 
of  holies  with  a soul  defiled 
with  mortal  sin,  we  become 
guilty  of  the  body  and  blood  of 
Christ,  and  eat  and  drink  judg- 
ment to  ourselves,  not  discerning 
the  body  of  the  Lord.  1 Cor.  xi. 
For  this  reason  we  go  to  con- 
fession before  communion,  in 
order  to  clear  our  souls  from 
the  filth  of  sin. 

2.  The  person  that  is  to  re 
ceive  the  blessed  sacrament. 
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must  be  fasting,  at  least  from 
midnight,  by  a precept  of  the 
Church,  and  by  a most  ancient 
and  apostolic  tradition,  ordain- 
ing that,  in  reverence  to  so. 

1 great  a sacrament,  nothing 
should  enter  into  the  body  of 
a Christian  before  the  body  of 
Christ. 

3.  Besides  this  preparation 
of  confession  and  fasting,  the 
person  that  proposes  to  go  to 
communion  must  endeavor  to 
aspire  to  the  best  devotion  he 
is  able,  in  order  to  dispose  his 
soul  for  worthily  receiving  so 
great  a guest.  To  which  end 
1 recommend  to  him: 

First,  To  think  well  on  the 
great  work  be  has  in  hand  , to 
consider  attentively  what  he  is 
j going  to  receive,  and  how  tar 
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lie  is  from  deserving  such  a 
I favor ; and  to  implore  with 
fervor  and  humility  God’s  grace 
and  mercy. 

Secondly,  To  propose  to  him- 
self a pure  intention,  viz.,  the 
honor  of  God,  and  salvation  of 
his  own  soul,  and  particular- 
ly, that  by  worthily  receiving 
Christ,  in  this  heavenly  sacra- 
ment, he  may  come  to  a happy 
union  with  him,  according  to 
St.  John,  vi.  57.  He  that  eateth 
ray  flesh,  and  drinketh  my  blood, 
abideth  in  me,  and  I in  him. 

Thirdly,  To  meditate  on  the 
sufferings  and  death  of  his  Re- 
deemer : this  sacrament  being 
instituted  to  this  end  also,  that 
we  should  show  forth  the  death 
j of  Christ  until  he  comes.  1 Cor. 
xi. 
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Fourthly,  To  prepare  him- 
self by  acts  of  virtue,  more  es- 
pecially of  faith,  love,  and  hu- 
mility ; that  so  he  may  approach 
his  Lord  with  a firm  belief  of 
his  real  presence  in  this  sacra- 
ment, and  of  that  great  sacrifice 
which  lie  heretofore  offered  up- 
on the  cross  for  our  redemp- 
j tion. 

| A Meditation  before  Communion, 
j divided  into  sewn  points  winch 
i may  serve  as  a sewn  days'  prepa- 
j ration  for  the  blessed  sacrament. 

! l . Consider,  first,  That  J esus 
Christ  our  Lord,  whom  we  re-  j 
ceive  in  this  blessed  sacrament, 
is  called  in  Scripture,  The  Lamb 
which  was  slain  from  the  be  a in- 
ning of  the  world. — Apocalypse, 
xiii.  H.  Because  from  the  very  | 
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devotion  of  all  his  children  and 
servants,  even  to  the  end  of 
the  world. 

Consider,  secondly,  the  types, 
by  which  God  was  pleased  in 
the  Old  Testament  to  pre- 
figure this  sacrament — espe- 
cially these  three,  the  tree  of 
life,  the  paschal  lamb,  and  the 
manna  from  heaven.  The  tree 
of  life  which  God  planted  in 
the  midst  of  the  earthly  para- 
dise, had  that  excellent  proper- 
ty, that  if  sin  had  not  banished 
us  from  that  happy  abode,  by 
feeding  on  the  fruit  of  it,  we 
should  have  been  maintained 
in  constant  vigor,  strength, 
and  health,  and  have  never 
died.  0 ! how  well  does  the 
blessed  eucharist  answer  this 
noble  figure  ! in  which  we  feed 
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was  also  a figure  of  the  blessed 
eucharist,  and  of  the  true  Lamb 
of  God. 

Another  figure  of  the  blessed 
eucharist  was  the  manna  from 
heaven,  with  which  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel  were  wonder- 
fully fed,  during  their  forty 
years’  sojourning  in  the  wilder- 
ness, before  their  coming  to 
the  land  of  promise.  This 
food  was  many  ways  mirac- 
ulous, but  nothing  in  compari- 
son of  that  living  bread,  that 
bread  of  life,  which  is  given  us 
in  the  divine  mysteries,  which 
comes  down  from  heaven,  in 
order  tc  carry  us  up  to  heaven, 
that  true  land  of  promise,  the 
i land  of  the  living,  and  which 
nourishes  our  souls  to  life 
eternal.  0 heavenly  manna  ! 
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0 bread  of  angels  ! let  my  soul 
| always  hunger  after  thee. 

Consider,  thirdly,  the  mys- 
teries which  we  celebrate  in 
this  thrice  blessed  sacrament 
! and  sacrifice.  Here  the  whole 
passion  and  death  of  Christ  is 
solemnly  acted  as  a most  sacred 
tragedy,  by  himself  in  person. 
Here  the  Lamb  of  God  pre- 
sents himself,  as  slain,  to  his 
eternal  Father,  and  his  blood 
most  powerfully  pleads  in  our 
behalf.  Here,  by  the  death  of 
our  Lord,  the  fountain  of  all 
our  good  plentifully  flows  into 
our  souls,  and  ever  lives  and 
brings  forth  in  us  the  fruit  of 
life.  Here  the  triumphs  of 
our  crucified  King,  his  victori- 
ous resurrection  and  glorious 

1 ascension,  are  displayed.  Here 
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we  receive  an  assurance  of  tlie 
share  that  we  have  in  Christ, 
and  in  his  redemption.  Here 
wo  partake  of  his  body  and  his 
\ spirit.  Here  we  drink  of  the 
fountain  of  life.  Here  all  the 
members  of  Christ  are  hap- 
pily united  with  one  another, 
and  with  their  head,  in  a sacra- 
ment of  union  and  love. 

Consider,  therefore,  fourthly, 
that  what  most  especially  calls 
for  our  devotion  in  these  most 
holy  mysteries,  is  the  real 
presence  of  Jesus  Christ  him- 
self, true  God  and  true  man, 
under  the  sacramental  veils. 
Bow  thyself  down,  my  soul,  to 
adore  this  sacred  truth  : let  no 
proud  thoughts  of  opposition 
arise  in  thee,  against  this  ad- 
mirable sacrament.  Captivate 
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thy  understanding  to  the  obe- 
dience of  faith.  Rely  upon  the 
express  words  of  truth  itself, 
so  often  repeated  in  holy  writ, 
and  upon  the  express  declara- 
tion of  the  Church  of  God, 
against  which  the  gates  of  hell 
can  never  prevail.  The  glory 
ahd  merit  of  faith  is  to  believe 
what  thou  canst  not  see ; to 
acknowledge  that  the  Almighty 
can  do  infinitely  more  than 
thou  canst  comprehend,  and 
that  no  effort  of  mercy  and 
love  can  be  too  great  for  him 
who  has  died  for  love. 

Consider,  ffthlij,  how  many 
ways  thy  Lord  and  thy  God,  ] 
the  Sovereign  Good,  who  de- 
lights to  be‘with  the  children 

O . _ # , 

of  men,  Prov.  viii.  31,  communi- 
cates himself  to  thee.  In  his 
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incarnation  and  birth,  he  gave 
himself  to  be  thy  companion, 
and  to  take  upon  him  all  thy 
miseries.  In  his  death,  he 
gave  himself  to  be  thy  ransom. 
In  his  heavenly  sacrament,  he 
gives  himself  to  be  thy  food, 
thy  comfort  and  support  in  thy 
exile:  and  in  his  kingdom 

above,  he  designs  to  give  him- 
self as  thy  eternal  reward. 
Oh ! what  can  he  do  more,  to 
testify  his  love  to  thee?  As 
powerful  as  he  is,  he  cannot 
do  more  for  thee,  than  to  give 
thee  himself.  Oh  ! how  true 
is  that  saying  of  the  beloved 
disciple,  that  God  is  love . 
But  what  dost  thou  see  in  me, 
dear  Lord,  that  can  move  thee 
to  love  such  a poor  worm,  such 
a wretched  sinner  as  I am  !

the  covenant;  the  Bethsheviites 
for  irreverently  looking  on  it; 
and  N <id ah  and  jlbihu  for  ol* 
fering  incense  before  it  with 
unhallowed  fire.  Now  what 
was  the  ark,  (in  which  were 
laid  up  the  tables  of  the  law,) 
in  comparison  with  the  Lord 
and  Giver  of  the  law,  whom 
we  here  approach  to?  When 
God  was  about  to  give  the 
law,  the  children  of  Israel  were 
commanded  to  be  purified,  and 
to  keep  themselves  chaste;  and 
nevertheless,  to  keep  their  dis- 
tance from  the  mountain,  where 
the  Lord  appeared  in  thunder 
and  lightning.  Moses  only 
was  permitted  to  ascend  to 
the  mountain’s  top,  to  converse 
with  the  Divine  Majesty,  or 
rather  with  an  angel,  speaking 
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in  his  person.  And  how  shall 
we,  with  so  little  puiity,  dare 
approach  this  immense  Deity, 
this  consuming  fire!  St.  Paul 
assures  us,  1 Cor.,  that  the  un- 
worthy receiver  is  guilty  of  the 
body  and  blood  of  the  Lord , and 
receiveth  judgment  to  himself, 
not  discerning  the  body  of  the 
Lord.  How  then  shall  we, 
the  most  unworthy  of  all  sin- 
ners, presume  to  receive  this 
Lord  of  glory  ? Must  we  then 
stay  away  till  we  have  the  pre- 
sumption to  think  ourselves 
worthy?  No,  certainly:  for 
one  of  the  most  necessary  dis- 
positions for  receiving  worthily, 
is  to  acknowledge  and  believe 
our  own  unworthiness. 

Consider,  seventhly,  the  hap- 
py fruits  which  this  divine 
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sacrament  produces  in  those 
souls  that  frequent  it  with  due 
preparation.  The  bread  that 
I will  give,  says  our  Lord,  St. 
John  vi.,  is  my  flesh  for  the  life 
of  the  world.  And  again  : He 
that  eateth  my  flesh  and  drink- 
eth  my  blood,  hath  eternal  life, 
and  I will  raise  him  up  at  the 
last  day.  And  again:  lie  that 
eateth  my  flesh,  and  drinketh 
my  blood,  abideth  in  me,  and  I 
hi  him.  And,  He  that  eateth 
me,  shall  live  by  me.  And,  He 
that  eateth  this  bread,  shall  live 
for  ever.  Wheresoever  our 
Lord  comes,  he  carries  with 
him  all  the  treasures  of  life; 
that  is,  all  grace,  charity,  and 
sanctity;  and  is,  on  his  part, 
ever  ready  to  open  these  trea- 
sures, and  to  communicate  them 
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most  plentifully  to  those  souls 
which  he  comes  to  visit.  These 
treasures  are  infinite,  and  so  is 
the  love  he  bears  to  us.  What 
gifts,  then,  what  graces,  may 
we  not  expect,  if  we  come 
with  reverence  and  humility, 
with  love  and  devotion,  to  him 
who  is  the  fountain  of  life, 
grace,  and  sanctity  ? Here  we 
receive  the  bread  of  life,  for 
the  food  and  nourishment  of 
our  souls.  Here  we  meet  with 
a constant  supply  of  sanctify- 
ing grace,  to  repair  the  daily 
decays  caused  by  our  infirmity 
and  corruption ; to  give  us 
new  strength  and  vigor  to  walk 
on  our  way,  through  the  wil- 
derness of  this  world,  to  the 
mountain  of  God  ; and  to  make 
us  continually  grow  in  virtue, 
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till  we  come  to  the  state  of  a 
perfect  man,  to  the  measur  e 
of  the  age  of  the  fulness  of 
1 Christ.

0 my  sweet  Jesus  ! my  Cre- 
ator and  my  Redeemer ! my

so  great  a Lord,  whom  heav- 
en and  earth  cannot  contain, 
should  come  into  this  poor  cot- 
tage, this  house  of  clay  of  my 
earthly  habitation  ? 0 ! that  I 
could  give  thee  a hearty  wel- 
come 1 0 ! that  I could  enter- 
tain thee  as  1 ought ! Thy 
loving-kindness  invites  me  to 
thy  embraces,  and  I would 
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willingly 'say,  with  the  spouse 
in  the  Canticles,  1 have  found 
lum  whom  my  soul  looeth ; I 
have  held  him,  and  will  never 
let  him  go ; but  the  awe  of  so 
great  majesty  checks  me  : and 
the  sense  of  my  great  un wor- 
thiness and  innumerable  sins 
keeps  me  back. 

Bow  down  thyself  with  all 
thy  powers,  to  adore  this  sove- 
I reign  majesty,  which  has  vouch - 
I safed  to  come  to  visit  thee. 
Pay  him  the  best  homage  thou 
art  able,  as  to  thy  first  begin- 
ning and  last  end ; and  per- 
' fectly  annihilate  thyself  in  the 
presence  of  this  eternal,  im- 
mense, infinite  Deity.  Then 
pour  thyself  forth  in  his  pres- 
ence, in  praise  and  thanksgiv- 
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there  is  no  end.  But  thy  ten- 
der mercies,  thy  bounty  and 
goodness  to  me,  are  above  all 
thy  works;  these  I desire  to 
confess  and  extol  for  ever. 
Bless  then  thy  Lord,  0 my 
soul ! and  let  all  that  is  within 
thee  praise  and  magnify  his 
name.  Bless  thy  Lord,  my 
soul ! and  see  thou  never  for- 
get all  that  he  has  done  for 
thee.  0,  all  ye  works  of  the 
Lord  ! bless  the  Lord,  praise 
and  glorify  him  for  ever.  0 
all  ye  angels  of  the  Lord  ! bless 
the  Lord!  praise  and  glorify 
his  name.  Bless  the  Lord,  all 
je  saints!  and  let  the  whole 
church  of  heaven  and  earth 
join  in  praising  and  giving  him 
thanks. 


INSTRUCTIONS  AND  DEVOTIONS 
FOR  CONFIRMATION. 

When  the  Apostles  had  heard  that 
Samaria  had  received  the  word 
of  God ; they  sent  to  them  Peter 
and  John , who  when  they  were 
come , prayed  for  them  that  they 
might  receive  the  Holy  Ghost. 
For  he  was  not,  as  yet,  come 
upon  any  of  them ; but  they  were 
only  baptized  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesus.  Then  they  laid  their 
hands  upon  them,  and  they  re- 
ceived the  Holy  Ghost.  Acts, 
viii.  14,  15,  16,  17. 

Co  nfirmation  is  a sacra- 
ment, by  which  the  faithful, 
who  have  already  been  made 
children  of  God  by  their  bap- 
tism, receive  the  Holy  Ghost 
by  the  prayer  and  imposition 
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of  the  hands  of  the  bishops, 
the  successors  of  the  apostles, 
in  order  to  their  being  made 
strong  and  perfect  Christians, 
and  valiant  soldiers  of  Jesus 
Christ.  It  is  called  Confirma- 
tion from  its  effect,  which  is  to 
confirm  or  strengthen  those  that 
receive  it,  in  the  profession  of  | 
the  true  faith;  to  give  them 
such  courage  and  resolution  as 
to  be  willing  rather  to  die  than 
to  turn  from  it;  and  to  aim 
them  m general  against  all  tneh 
spiritual  enemies. 

2.  This  sacrament  was  ori- 
ginally designed  and  instituted 
by  our  Lord,  for  all  Christians, 
and  consequently  is  a dieine 
ordinance,  which  all  are  obliged  j 
to  comply  with  ; and  is  so  ne- 1 
cessary,  that  the  neglect  of  re-J 
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ceiving  it  would  be  a great  sin ; 
more  especially  in  such  cir- 
cumstances where  persons  are 
exposed  to  persecutions  on 
account  of  their  religion,  or 
to  other  temptations  against 
faith. 

3.  The  principal  effects  of 
this  sacrament  are,  a fortifying 
grace,  in  order  to  strengthen 
the  soul  against  all  the  visible 
and  invisible  enemies  of  the 
faith  ; and  a certain  dedication 
and  consecration  of  the  soul  by 
the  Holy  Ghost,  the  mark  of 
which  dedication  and  consecm- 
tion  is  left  in  the  soul  as  a 
character  which  can  never  be 
effaced. 

4.  Hence  this  sacrament  con 
be  received  but  once ; and  it 
would  be  a sacrilege  to  attempt

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to  receive  it  a second  time  ■ for 
which  reason,  also,  the  faithful 
are  bound  to  take  extreme  care 
to  come  to  this  sacrament  duly 
disposed ; lest,  if  they  should 
be  so  unhappy  as  to  receive  it 
in  mortal  sin,  they  would,  re- 
ceive their  own  condemnation ; 
and  run  the  risk  of  being  de-  . 
priced  for  ever  of  its  grace..  1 
5.  Now  the  dispositions  1 
which  the  Christian  must  bring  I 
along  with  him,  to  receive  woi-  | 
thily  the  sacrament  of  Con-  | 
formation,  must  be  a purity  of  | 
conscience,  at  least  from  all  , 
mortal  sin  ; for  which  reason  . 
he  ought  to  go  to  confession 
before  he  is  conformed,  for  the 
Holy  Ghost  will  not  come  to  a 
soul  in  which  Satan  reigns  by  ) 
mortal  sin.  2.  A sincere  de-  J 
' 
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sire  of  giving  himself  up  to  the 
f Holy  Ghost,  to  follow  the  in- 
fluence of  his  divine  grace,  to 
be  his  temple  for  ever;  and, 
by  his  assistance,  to  answer  all 
the  obligations  of  a soldier  of 
j Christ. 

G.  Hence  a Christian  ought 
to  prepare  himself  for  this 
sacrament,  by  fervent  prayer, 
as  we  find  the  apostles  pre- 
pared themselves  for  the  , re- 
ceiving of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
They  continued  with  one  accord 
! in 'prayer,  says  St.  Luke,  speak- 
ing of  the  ten  days  that  passed 
between  the  ascension  of  our 
Lord  and  pentecost ; and  they 
were  continually  in  the  temple 
praising  and. blessing  God.  How 
happy  shall  they  be,  who,  like 
them,  prepare  themselves  for 
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the  Iloly  Ghost  by  these  sphit- 
ual  exercises. 

7.  The  obligations  which  ac- 
company the  character  of  Con- 
firmation, and  which  a Chris- 
tian  takes  upon  himself  when 
he  receives  the  sacrament,  are, 
to  bear  a true  and  perpetual 
allegiance  to  the  great  King, 
in  whose  service  he  lists  him- 
self as  a soldier,  to  stand  to 
his  colors,  the  cross  of  Christ, 
the  mark  of  which  he  receives 
on  his  forehead ; to  fight  his 
battles  against  his  enemies,  the 
world,  the  flesh,  and  the  de\  d , 
to  be  faithful  unto  death  ; and 
rather  to  die  than  desert  from 
the  service,  or  to  change  sides, 
and  go  over  to  the  enemy  by 
wilful  sin:  in  fine,  to  live  up  to 
the  glorious  character  of  a sol- 1 
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dier  of  Christ ; and  to  main- 
tain that  interior  purity  and 
sanctity  which  becomes  the 
temple  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  by  a 
life  of  prayer  and  a life  of  love. 
Where  the  character  of  our 
confirmation,  when  we  shall 
bring  it  with  us  before  the 
judgment  seat  of  Christ,  shall 
be  found  to  have  been  accom- 
panied with  such  a life  as  this, 
it  will  shine  most  gloriously  in 
our  souls  for  all  eternity : but 
if,  instead  of  living  up  to  it,  we 
should  be  found  to  have  been 
deserters  and  rebels,  and  to 
have  violated  this  sacred  char- 
acter by  a life  of  sin,  it  will 
certainly  rise  up  in  judgment 
against  us,  it  will  condemn  us 
at  the  bar  of  divine  justice,  it 
| will  cast  us  deeper  into  the 
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bottomless  pit ; and  be  a mark 
of  eternal  ignominy  and  re-  ! 
p roach  to  our  souls  amongst 
the  damned.  J 

8.  The  manner  of  admin- 
istering the  sacrament  of  Con- 
firmation is  as  follows  : First,  j 
the  Bishop  turning  towards 
those  that  arc  to  be  confirmed, 
with  his  hands  joined  before 
his  breast,  says  : — 

Bish.  “ May  the  Holy  Ghost 
come  down  upon  you  ; and  the 
power  of  the  Most  High  keep 
you  from  all  sin. 

Ans.  “ Amen.” 

Then  making  the  sign  of  the 
cross,  he  says : 

Bisk.  “ Our  help  is  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord.

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Ans.  “ Who  made  heaven 
and  earth. 

Bisk.  “ 0 Lord,  hear  my 
prayer : 

Ans.  “ And  let  my  cry  come 
to  thee. 

Bisk.  “ The  Lord  be  with 

y°u ; . . „ 

Ans.  “ And  with  thy  spirit. 

Then  extending  his  hands 
towards  those  who  are  to  be 
confirmed,  which  the  ancients 
called  the  Imposition  of  hands, 
he  addresses  this  solemn  prayer 
to  the  eternal  Father,  begging 
of  him  through  Jesus  Christ 
his  Son,  that  he  would  send 
down  his  Holy  Spirit,  with  all 
his  gifts,  into  their  souls. 

Bisk.  “ Let  as  pray. 
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cross  of  Christ,  in  thy  mercy, 
unto  life  everlasting,  through 
the  same  Jesus  Christ,  thy 
Son  our  Lord,  who  livetli  and 
reignetli  with  thee  in  the  unity 
of  the  same  Holy  Spirit,  one  God, 
world  without  end.  Amen.'" 

Then  the  bishop  takes  the 
name  of  each  person  that  is  to 
be  confirmed,  which  may  either 
be  the  same  they  had  in  bap- 
tism, or  the  name  of  any  saint 
whom  they  choose  for  their 
patron,  and  makes  the  sign  of 
the  cross  on  the  forehead  of 
each,  with  the  holy  Chrism,  or 
consecrated  oil,  saying : 

Dish.  “N.,  I sign  thee  with  the 
sign  of  the  cross,  and  I confirm 
thee  with  the  chrism  of  salva- 
tion, in  the  name  of  the  Fa- 

i : 
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tlier,  and  of  4"  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  T*  Ghost. 

Atts.  “ Amen.” 

Then  he  gives  the  person 
confirmed  a little  blow  on  the 
cheek,  saying,  Pax  tecum , 
Peace  he  with  thee  ; to  signify 
that  henceforth  he  is  to  be 
ready,  like  a true  soldier  of 
Jesus  Christ,  to  suffer  patiently 
all  kinds  of  affronts  and  inju- 
ries for  his  faith,  and  for  the 
cause  of  his  Lord  ; and  to  com- 
fort himself,  that  the  true 
j 'peace  of  God  which  surpasseth 
l all  understanding,  (Phil.  iv.  7,) 

: will  ever  be  with  him  in  all  his 
conflicts  and  sufferings  for  so 
good  a cause. 

The  Chrism,  with  which  the 
sacrament  of  Confirmation  is 
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administered  in  the  Catholic 
j church,  is  a compound  of  oil 
j of  olives,  and  balm  or  balsam, 

I solemnly  consecrated  by  the  | 

| bishop  on  Ma  unday  Thurs- 
j day ; kept  with  great  venera- 
tion in  the  church,  and  made  j 
use  of  only  in  the  consecration  j 
of  such  things  as  are  in  a par-  J 
ticular  manner  set  aside  for  the  i 
service  of  God,  and  dedicated 
and  sanctified  to  him.  dims 
we  consecrate,  with  this  holy 
unction,  bishops,  churches,  al-  j 
tars,  and  chalices  ; and  what-  ! 
soever  is  once  anointed  with 
this  sacred  chrism,  is  in  such  a 
manner  looked  upon  as  set 
apart  for  God,  that  it  must  not, 
on  any  account,  be  perverted 
or  turned  to  profane  uses : it 
would  be  no  less  a crime  than 
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sacrilege,  to  violate  or  profane 
any  such  thing  as  has  been 
thus  sanctified.  Hence  Chris- 
tians are  to  understand,  that, 
by  this  unction  of  the  holy 
chrism,  which  they  receive  in 
their  confirmation,  they  are 
also  solemnly  dedicated  and 
consecrated  to  God,  to  be  his 
temples  for  ever ; that  this 
outward  unction  is  the  visible 
skin  of  an  inward  unction  and 
sanctification  of  their  souls  by 
the  Holy  Ghost;  that  the  mys- 
terious compound  of  the  oil 
and  halm  denotes  the  proper- 
ties, graces,  and  effects  of  this 
Holy  Spirit  in  their  souls,  by 
the  strengthening  and  softening 
of  the  oil,  and  the  sioeet  odor 
of  the  halm;  and  that  from 
this  time  forward,  they  must 
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ed  towards  the  altar,  prajs  as 
| follows :

Bish.  “ 0 Lord,  hear  my 
i prayer !

“ 0 God,  who  gavest  the  i 
Holy  Ghost  to  thy  apostles,  i 
and  hast  been  pleased  to  or-  J 
dain  that  by  them,  and  by 
their  successors,  he  should  be 
given  to  the  rest  of  the  faith-  I 
ful ; mercifully  look  down  upon  I 
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what  we  thy  poor  servants  I 
have  done  ; and  grant  that  the 
hearts  of  these  thy  faithful, 
whose  foreheads  we  have 
anointed  with  thy  sacred  chrism, 
and  signed  with  the  sign  of 
the  holy  cross,  may,  by  the 
same  Holy  Ghost  coming  down 
into  them,  and  by  his  vouch- 
safing to  dwell  in  them,  be 
made  the  temple  of  his  glory. 
Who  with  the  Father  and  the 
same  Holy  Ghost,  livest  and 
reignest  God,  world  without 
end.  Amen'' 

Then  the  bishop  gives  his 
benediction  to  all  present  in 
these  words: 

“Behold,  thus  shall  every 
man  be  blessed,  who  feareth 
the  Lord.  May  the  Lord  bless 
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4*  you  out  of  Sion,  that  you 
may  see  the  good  things  of 
Jerusalem  all  the  days  of  your 
life ; and  that  you  may  live 
with  him  for  all  eternity. 
Amen” 


PRAYERS  BEFORE  AND  AFTER 
CONFIRMATION. 

Before  Confirmation , it  would  he 
proper,  during  some  days,  to 
prepare  for  it  by  frequent  and 
fervent  prayer ; especially  by  fre- 
quent acts  of  sorrow  and  contri- 
tion for  all  our  known  and  un- 
known sins,  reciting  for  that 
purpose  the  Miserere  Psalm,  or 
the  Prayer  of  a Penitent  Sin- 
ner. 
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The  following  prayer  may  also  he 

made  use  of  on  this  occasion. 

A PRAYER  BEFORE  CONFIRMATION. 

0 God  of  infinite  goodness 
and  bounty,  who  hast  been 
pleased,  at  my  baptism,  to 
make  me  a Christian,  to  sanc- 
tify my  soul  wfith  thy  grace, 
and  to  honor  me  with  the  glo- 
rious title  of  thy  child  ; which, 
alas ! for  my  part,  I have  so 
wretchedly  corresponded  with, 
and  have  even  forfeited  a thou- 
sand times  by  my  sins  ; behold, 
notwithstanding  all  my  ingrat- 
itude, and  my  repeated  trea- 
sons, which  thou  hast  so  long 
and  so  patiently  endured  ; thou 
art  still  pleased  not  only  to  in- 
vite me  to  return  to  thee,  and 
to  offer  me  thy  mercy,  but  also 
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to  call  upon  me  at  this  time  to 
come,  and  to  present  myself,  in 
order  10  receive  the  greatest 
of  all  thy  gifts,  even  thy  own 
most  Holy  Spirit,  to  be  conse- 
crated to  thee  by  his  unction; 
to  be  made  a strong  and  per- 
fect Christian,  and  a soldier  of 
thy  Son.  0 may  all  heaven 
and  earth  praise  thee,  bless 
thee,  and  glorify  thee  for  ever, 
for  all  thy  mercy,  goodness, 
and  bounty  to  me!  And  now, 
deaiest  Lord,  I desire  to  come, 
because  such  is  thy  will  and 
my  duty,  to  receive  this  great 
sacrament  of  confirmation  ; that 
1 may,  like  thy  apostles,  be  bap- 
tized with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
endowed  with  power  from  on 
hi’/h  ; and  like  them  be  chan- 
ged, by  divine  grace,  into  an- 
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other  man,  in  such  manner  as 
henceforward  to  live  up  to  the 
dignity,  and  to  fulfil  every  part 
of  the  duty  of  a soldier  of 
Christ;  and  to  preserve  and 
maintain,  even  to  death,  that 
purity  and  sanctity  which  be- 
comes the  temple  of  the  living 
God.  But,  O my  God,  how 
far  am  I from  being  worthy  to 
approach  this  hea\enly  sacra- 
ment ! How  can  I expect  that 
thy  Holy  Spirit  should  come 
into  my  inward  house,  to  make 
it  his  temple,  which  has  been 
so  long  possessed  by  unclean 
spi:  its  ! Where  are  the  dispo- 
sitions in  me,  which  the  apos- 
tles brought,  and  which  all 
Christians  ought  to  bring  along 
with  them,  to  the  receiving  of 
the  Holy  Ghost  ? O ! I ac- 
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knowledge  myself  infinitely  un- 
worthy ; I confess  and  detest, 
from  the  bottom  of  my  heart, 
all  my  past  uncleanness  and 
abominations  ; I humbly  crave 
thy  mercy  and  pardon,  through 
Jesus  Christ  thy  Son  ; and  beg 
through  him,  that  thou  wilt  be 
pleased  to  cleanse  my  soul 
from  all  its  filth  with  his  pre- 
cious blood,  and  to  give  me 
thy  grace  to  come  to  this  sacra- 
ment with  that  humility,  faith, 
and  devotion,  which  is  most 
agreeable  to  thee.  0 Divine 
Spirit,  do  thou  prepare  my  soul 
for  thyself!  Behold  I come, 
desiring  to  give  up  myself  to 
thee  for  all  time  and  eternity  ; 
that  thou  mayest  ever  live  and 
reign  in  my  soul : and  0 let  my 
whole  soul  henceforward  be  per. 
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petually  subject  to  thee,  and 
let  no  th  in  of  in  me  ever  more  re- 
bel  against  thee.  Amen.

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Depart,  Christian  soul  ! out  | 
of  this  world,  in  the  Name  of 
God  the  Father  Almighty  who 
created  thee  ; in  the  Name  of 
Jesus  Christ,  Son  of  the  living  i

gelists, of  the  Holy  Martyrs  j 
and  Confessors,  of  the  Holy 
Monks  and  Hermits,  of  the  ■ 
Holy  Virgins  and  of  all  the  I 
Saints  of  God  ; let  thy  place  ! 

| be  this  day  in  Peace,  and  thy  j 
abode  in  Holy  Sion  : Through  j 
I Christ  our  Lord.  Amen 
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God  of  mercy,  God  of  good- 
ness ! 0 God ! who,  according 
to  the  multitude  of  thy  mer-  ' 
cies,  forgivest  the  sins  of  such  : 
as  repent,  and  graciously  re-  I 
mittest  the  guilt  of  their  past  I 
offences,  mercifully  regard  this 
thy  servant  N.,  and  grant  him 
a full  discharge  from  all  his 
sins,  who  most  earnestly  begs 
it  of  thee.  Renew,  0 merciful 
Father ! whatever  is  corrupt  in 
him,  through  human  frailty,  or 
by  the  snares  of  the  enemy ; 
make  him  a true  member  of 
thy  Church,  and  let  him  par- 
take of  the  fruits  of  thy  re- 
demption. Amen. 

I recommend  thee,  dear  bro- 
ther! to  Almighty  God,  and 
leave  thee  to  his  mercy,  whose 
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creature  thou  art,  that  having 
paid  the  common  debt,  by  sur- 
rendering  thy  soul,  thou  may- 
est  return  to  thy  Maker,  who 
formed  thee  out  of  the  earth. 
Let,  therefore,  the  noble  com- 
pany of  Angels  meet  thy  soul 
at  its  departure  ; let  the  court 
of  the  Apostles  receive  thee  ; 
let  the  triumphant  army  of 
glorious  Martyrs  conduct  thee  ; 
let  the  crowds  of  joyful  Con- 
fessors encompass  thee;  let 
the  choir  of  blessed  Virgins  go 
before  thee ; let  a happy  rest 
be  thy  portion  in  the  company 
of  the  Patriarchs ; and  let 
Jesus  Christ  appear  to  thee 
with  a mild  and  cheerful  coun- 
tenance, and  give  thee  place 
among  those  who  are  to  be  in 
his  presence  for  ever.  Mayest 
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thou  be  a stranger  to  all  that 
which  is  punished  with  dark- 
ness, or  chastised  with  flames, 
and  condemned  to  torments. 
Let  thy  wicked  enemy,  with 
all  his  evil  spirits,  depart  from 
thee  : may  he  tremble  at  thy 
approach,  in  the  company  of 
Angels,  and  retire  into  the 
horrid  confusion  of  eternal 
night.  May  thy  God  arise, 
and  thy  enemies  be  put  to 
flight.  May  all  who  hate  him 
fly  before  his  face.  Let  them 
vanish  like  smoke,  and  as  wax 
before  the  lire ; so  let  sinners 
perish  in  the  sight  of  God ; 
but  for  the  just,  let  them  re- 
joice and  be  happy  in  his  pres- 
ence. May  all  the  ministers 
of  hell  be  filled  with  contusion 
and  shame,  and  let  no  evil 
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spirit  dare  to  stop  thee  in  thy 
way.  Christ  Jesus,  w ho  vouch- 
safed to  die  for  thee,  deliver 
thee  from  death;  Christ  Jesus, 
Son  of  the  living  God,  place 
thee  in  his  Garden  of  Para- 
dise ; and  may  he,  the  true 
Shepherd,  own  thee  for  one  of 
his  flock.  May  he  absolve 
thee  from  all  thy  sins,  and 
place  thee  at  his  right  hand, 

| in  the  inheritance  of  his  elect. 

I We  pray  it  may  be  thy  happy 
lot  to  behold  thy  Redeemer 
face  to  face,  to  be  ever  in  his 
presence,  and  in  the  vision  of 
that  truth  which  is  the  joy  of 
the  blessed.  And  thus  placed 
among  those  happy  spirits, 
mayest  thou  be  ever  tilled  with 
heavenly  sweetness.  Amen. 
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Let  us  'pray. 

We  commend  to  thee,  0 
Lord ! the  soul  of  this  thy 
servant,  and  beseech  thee,  Je- 
sus Christ,  Redeemer  of  the 
world  ! that  as  in  mercy  to 
him  thou  becamest  man,  so 
now  thou  wouldst  vouchsafe 
to  admit  him  into  the  number 
of  the  blessed.  Remember, 
Lord ! he  is  thy  creature,  not 
made  by  strange  gods,  but  by 
thee,  the  oidy  true  and  living 
God  ; for  there  is  no  other 
God  but  thee,  none  that  can 
work  thy  wonders.  Let  his 
soul  find  comfort  in  thy  sight, 
and  remember  not  his  former 
sins ; nor  any  of  those  ex- 
cesses which  he  has  fallen  in- 
to, through  the  violence  of 
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passion  and  corruption.  For 
although  he  has  sinned,  yet  he 
has  still  retained  a true  faith  j 
in  thee,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy 
Ghost!  he  has  had  a zeal  for  1 
thy  honor,  and  faithfully  adored 
thee,  his  God,  and  the  Creator 
of  all  things.

May  St.  John,  the  beloved 
Disciple,  to  whom  God  re- 
vealed the  secrets  of  Heaven, 
intercede  for  him.  May  all 
the  holy  Apostles,  to  whom 
was  given  the  power  of  bind- 
ing and  loosing,  pray  for  him. 
May  all  the  blessed  and  chosen 
servants  of  God,  who  in  this 
world  have  suffered  torments 
for  the  name  of  Christ,  pray 
for  him,  that,  being  delivered 
from  this  body  of  corruption, 
he  may  be  admitted  into  the 
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kingdom  of  Heaven,  through 
the  assistance  and  merits  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who 
liveth  and  reigneth  with  the 
Father  and  the  Holy  Ghost, 
world  without  end.  Amen. 

The  Soul  being  vow  departed , the 
following  Responsory  is  to  be 
said. 

Come  to  his  assistance,  all 
ye  Saints  of  God  ! meet  him, 
all  ye  Angels  of  God  ! receive 
his  soul,  and  present  it  now 
before  its  Lord!

1.  O good  and  gracious  Je- 
sus ! who  being  most  high  in 
the  glory  of  the  Father,  and 
equal  to  his  divine  Essence, 
vouchsafedst,  through  thy  infi- 
nite charity,  to  be  made  man, 
to  be  born  in  a stable,  to  be 
laid  in  a manger,  to  be  circum-

and  persecutions ; and  at  length  : 
voluntarily  to  suffer  death  on' 
the  cross,  and  all  this  for  me,  J 
and  such  wretches  as  I. 

2.  0 good  and  gracious  Je- 
sus ! thou  having  eaten  the 
Paschal  Lamb,  with  thy  dearly 
beloved  Disciples,  didst  arise 
from  supper,  and  gird  thyself 
with  a tow^el ; and  pour  water 
into  a basin,  and  kneeledst  on 
thy  knees,  and  humbly  wash- 
edst  the  feet  of  thy  Disciples, 
and  wipedst  them  with  thy  own 
hands.

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3.  0 good  and.  gracious  Je- 
sus ! who,  wrhen  the  time  of 
thy  death  approached,  didst 
bequeath  a most  excellent  leg- 
acy to  thy  children,  leaving  us 

! thy  most  sacred  body  to  be 
our  meat,  and  thy  most  pre- 
cious blood  to  be  our  drink. 
No  wit  can  teach,  nor  under- 
standing penetrate  the  bottom- 
less depth  of  this  thy  charity. 

4.  0 good  and  gracious 
Lord  ! thou  entering  into  the 
garden  of  Olivet,  began  to  fear 
and  to  he  heavy,  whereupon 
thou  saidst  to  thy  Disciples, 
My  soul  is  sorrowful  to  death  ; 
and  then  leaving  them,  kneel- 
edst  upon  the  ground,  and  fall- 
ing flat  on  thy  face,  prayedst 
to  thy  Father,  “ if  it  be  possi- 
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face,  most  unjustly  given  thee 
by  a vile  wretch  and  slave. 

6.  0 good  and  gracious  Je- 
sus ! who  wast  led  fast  bound,  j 
like  a notorious  malefactor,  j 
from  Annas  to  the . house  of 
Caiaphas,  the  high-priest, 
where  the  Jews  most  unjustly 
accused  thee,  and,  with  barbar- 
ous insolence,  spit  upon  thy 
meek  and  amiable  face,  buffet-  ; 
ing  thy  cheeks,  and  blindfold-  j 
ing  thy  eyes,  scornfully  mock-  j 
ing  and  maliciously  affronting  j 
thee  with  injuries  all  that  night. 

7.  0 good  and  gracious  Je- 
sus ! thou  in  the  morning  wast 
brought  to  the  presence  of  Pi- 
late, "and  with  a most  sweet 
and  humble  countenance,  cast- 
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ing  thine  eyes  down,  stoodest 
before  him  in  the  Judgment 
hall  ; and  when  thou  wast  most 
falsely  calumniated  by  the 
Jews,  and  many  an  insolent  re- 
buke and  provocation  given 
thee,  thou  meekly  heldest  thy 
peace,  and  patiently  suffered 
their  unjust  proceedings. 

8.  0 good  and  gracious  Je- 
sus ! who  wast  sent  from  Pi- 
late to  Herod,  who,  out  of  a j 
vain  curiosity,  coveting  to  see 
some  miracle  at  thy  nand,  de- 
manded many  things  of  thee, 
and  the  Jews  continuing  still 
their  perverseness  against  thee, 
but  to  all  these  thy  meekness 
replied  not  a word  ; wherefore 
Herod  and  all  his  court  de- 
spised thee,  and  puttin 
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thee  a white  garment,  in  scorn 
and  derision,  sent  thee  thus 
back  again  to  Pilate.  0 un-  . 
speakable  humility  and  obedi-  j 
ence!  at  the  will  of  thy  ene-  ; 
mies,  thou  wentest  forth  and 
returned st  again,  and  wast  led 
up  and  down  from  place  to  j 
place,  without  gainsaying,  and  , 
suffering  them  to  do  whatever 
they  would. 

9.  O good  and  gracious  Je-  | 
sus  ! who  in  the  Judgment  hall 
was  stripped  naked,  and  with- 
out  any  compassion,  most 
cruelly  scourged.  There  was 
thy  blessed  virginal  and  tendei 
flesh  cut  with  whips,  and  torn 
with  stripes,  altogether  man-  , 
gled  and  deformed,  so  that 
streams  of  thy  most  precious  ; 
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blood  ran  down  on  every  side 
upon  the  earth. 

10.  0 good  and  gracious 
Jesus ! after  thy  sharp  and 
bloody  scourging,  to  put  thee 
to  more  shame  and  confusion, 
as  also  to  increase  thy  torments,  j 
they  clothed  thee  with  an  old,'1 
purple  garment,  and  platted  a 
crown  of  thorns,  and  pressed 
it  on  thy  head,  till  the  sharp 
points  pierced  thy  temples,  and 
thy  most  precious  blood  ran 
down,  and  covered  thy  face 
and  neck.  They  gave  thee,  in 
derisein,  a reed  for  thy  sceptre, 
and  kneeling  down  before  thee  ' 
m scorn,  saluted  thee,  saying,1 
All  hail,  King  of  the  Jews ; 
then  took  they  the  reed  out  of 
thy  hand,  and  writh  it  struck

thy  sacred  head,  and  again  spit 
upon  thy  blessed  face. 

11.  0 good  and  precious 
Jesus  ! thou  wast  brought  forth 
by  Pilate  to  the  Jews,  to  be 

i gazed  on,  wearing  the  crown 
j of  thorns,  and  purple  garment, 
Pilate  showing  thee  to  the  peo- 
ple. saying,  Behold  the  man; 
but  they  cried  out  with  loud 
rage  and  insatiable  malice, 
Crucify  him  ! Crucify  him  ! 

12.  0 good  and  gracious 
Jesus!  who  wast  delivered  up 

; to  the  will  and  pleasure  of  the 
1 Jew  ft,  who  immediately  led  thee 
to  be  crucified,  laying  a heavy 
cross  upon  thy  sore  and  bloody 
shoulders ; thus  didst  thou 
most  humbly  bear  thy  own 
cross,  whose  weight  pained 
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thee  excessively,  and  coming  to 
the  place  all  weary  and  breath- 
less, thou  refusedst  not  to  taste 
wine  mingled  with  gall  and 
myrrh,  which  was  the  only  re- 
lief given  thee. 

13.  0 good  and  gracious 
J esus ! when  thou  wast  again 
stripped  naked,  then  were  thy 
wounds,  by  the  pulling  off  thy 
clothes,  renewed.  What  bitter 
pain  didst  thou  suffer,  when 
thou  wert,  with  cruel  nails, 
fastened  to  the  cross,  and  the 
joints  of  thy  limbs  stretched  on 
a rack  ! 0 ! with  what  love 

and  sweetness  of  charity  didst 
thou  offer  thy  hands  and  feet, 
to  be  bored  through,  whence, 
as  from  a fountain,  thy  pre- 
cious blood  gushed  out !

14.  0 good  and  gracious 
Jesus ! thou,  hanging  on  a 
cross  between  two  thieves, 
wast  assailed  by  blasphemies, 
and  after  so  long  continuance 
of  thy  tortures,  thou  prayedst 
to  the  Father  to  forgive  them, 
and  even  when  their  fury  was 
at  the  highest,  didst  thou  ex- 
ercise the  greatest  bounty, 
promising  Paradise  to  the  re- 
penting thief,  and  bequeathing 
thy  dearly  beloved  Mother, 
(who,  pierced  by  sorrow,  stood 
by  the  cross,)  to  thy  beloved 
disciple  John,  and,  in  him,  to 
us  all,  to  be  our  mother.  And 
after  thou  hadst  suffered,  three 
long  hours,  intolerable  pains 
and  extreme  thirst,  they  gave 
thee  vinegar  to  drink,  which, 
when  thou  hadst  tasted,  bow- 
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fine  linen  and  laid  it  in  a sep- 
ulchre.

THE  BENEDICTION  OF  THE  BLESSED 
SACRAMENT. 

What  we  call  the  Benediction, 
is  a devotion  practised  by  the 
Church,  in  order  to  give  adora- 
tion, praise,  and  blessing,  or 
Benediction,  to  God ; for  his 
infinite  goodness  and  love,  testi- 
fied to  us  in  the  institution  of 
the  blessed  sacrament,  and  to 
receive,  at  the  same  time,  the 
Benediction  or  Blessing  of  our 
Lord,  there  present. 

When  the  blessed  sacrament 
is  taken  out  of  the  tabernacle, 
and  set  up  to  be  seen  by  the 
people,  the  choir  sings,  0 salu- 
taris  hostia,  dec.,  i.  e.,  0 saving 
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i victim ! which  openest  the 
gates  of  heaven  ; lo  ! the  wars 
; of  our  enemies  press  upon  us  : 
jdo  thou  give  us  strength  and 
laid.  To  the  great  Lord,  who 
is  three  in  one,  be  everlasting 
1 glory.  0 ! may  he  grant  us 
* life  without  end,  in  our  heav- 
I ; enly  country. 

After  this,  is  usually  sung 
j some  psalm,  or  'pious  metre,  ac- 
cording to  the  order  of  superi- 
ors, or  discretion  of  the  officiant, 
or  exigence  of  the  times.  Then 
follows  the  hymn  of  the  blessed 
sacrament,  Pange,  lingua,  or  at 
least  the  latter  part  of  it,  Tan- 
tum  ergo.
